How Others Look at His Nomination to 
Coiigress. 


The Michigan City Dispatch sayB: 
At the democratic oongreBsioual con- 
vention for the Twelfth district, held at 
KendallvUle, Judge O. A. O. McOlellan, 
of DeKalb county, received the nomina- 
tion. 
The other candidates before the 
convention were ex-Senator R. 0. Bell 
and P. 8, O'Kourke, of Fort Wayne, 
and W. F. McNagny, of Columbia City. 
The democracy of the entire state will 
hail the nomination of Judge McOlellan 
as a happy solution of the trouble which 
has existed in the Twelfth district for 
the past two years.

party consisted of Mrs. Blaine, Walter 
Blaine, Miss Blaine, Miss Dodge and 
Colonel Coppinger. 
A large crowd had 
congregated on the sidewalk opposite 
the entrance to the d e ^ t , and when Mr. 
Blaine stepped from his carriage, a loud 
shout went up. 
A passage was made 
through the mass of humanity, and un- 
covering his head, Mr. Blaine smilingly 
passed into the depot yard, 
Daring the 
few minutes in the depot. Mr. Blaine 
held an informal reception. 
He was 
loudly cheered as the train palled out. 
During the trip to Boston he will deliver 
short addresses at various way stations. 


Bbidoipobt, Oonn., Aug. 13. -When 
the Blaine train ran into into Stamford 
it was greeted with cheers from 2,000 or 
more men and women, who were wait- 
ing. 
Mr. Blaine said: " I thank this 
large assembly quite beyond the power 
of expression for the compliment they 
pay me as I journey homeward. 
In the 
brief moment of train stopping I have 
only 
time to add to my 
thanks 
an admonition and it is; if Connecticut 
shall maintain her great prosperity, If 
she shall maintam her forward position 
among the industrial and prosperous 
communities of the United States, she 
must be up and doing. 
She must see to 
it that no harm shall come to the repub- 
lic or her, by the negieot of republican 
citizens. 
It 
is 
not 
improbable 
in 
the 
political 
contest 
now 
upon us that the post of honor and res- 
posibiiity shall rest upon Connecticut. 
It is not improbable that the presiden- 
tial election of 1888 may be settled on 
the soil of your state. 
My request is

lie is In a Selieme to Tote tbe Laboring 
Men of the State. 


The Indianapolis Sentinel says: 
"It is generally understood that Mr. 
Charles Bookwalter, secretary of the 
state printing board, visited Fort Wayne 
yesterday to seek sokce for his wounded 
soul at the hands of the Typographical 
union of that city. 
By the organised 
laboring men of the state at large it is 
thought that Mr. Bookwalter accepted 
the contract of packing tbe state feder- 
ation of labor in the interest of Harrison. 
In this he signally failed, and to hold 
his own with the party bosses he feels 
that it is necessary to record a vigorous 
protest against the federation's action. 
A committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the alleged credentials of the gen- 
tleman who was refused admission to the 
federation, and it is thought that a gi- 
gantic conspiracy on the part of Mr. 
Bookwalter and Chairman Huston will 
be unearthed. The committee will make 
its report on Tuesday." 


The Trades and Labor council will 
hold a special meeting to-morrow even- 
ing to hear the report of the executive 
board, consider the question of celebrat- 
ing labor day and take action on other 
matters of importance. 


As Mr. 0. A. Bookwalter is in the 
city, it is probable he will attempt some 
such scheme as Thb Skntikkl intimates. 
It is hardly possible that the Trade 
unions will take up Mr. Bookwalter's 
fight. 
He is a politician and republi 
can office holder. 
His efforts to sustain 
his party are commendable, but misdi- 
rected this time.

but friendly while his chief supporter, 
John 0. New, is running the Indian- 
apolis Journal as a "rat," or non union 
paper.

A BAmECK 


On the Erie Ballroad-^SerenU Persons 
FataUy Iqjared and allaaiber 
of Uortea Bnmed 
to Deatli. 


PoBT Kbbvib, N. r., Aug. 18.—An 
east bound freight on the ^Erie railroad 
a quarter of a mile west of Shohia, at 1 
o'clock tiiis morning, struck a lot of 
rooks washed down on the track, and 
the locomotive and four cars 
were 
wrecked. 
Engineer M. Frits, Fireman 
O. Hogan, and Conductor Fred Long 
were injured. 


The express train, west-bound, waa 
due at the time. 
The brakemen tried 
to flag the express, but failed, and the 
engine crashed into the wreck, and one 
oar, loaded with horses, the baggage 
car, mail car, smoker and one coach 
were thrown down the embankment 
eighty feet. The cars caught firs and 
were burned, but not until the passen- 
gers were saved. 


The casualties are: John 
Kinsilla, 
enghieer, scalded, it is feared, fatally; 
Alexander Newman, 
fireman, 
burned; 
John Gannon, baggageman, badly cut; 
James Monahan, 
telegraph 
repairer, 
seriously cut; A O. Boynton and J. L. 
Brow, mail clerks, slightly injured; T. 
Gabtin, brakeman, leg broken; Thomas 
Decker, 
plumber, internally injured, 
probably fatally. 


A number of passengers 
received 
slight injures but it is believed none are 
serious. 
Of 
the 
fourteen 
running 
horses in the car but two escaped. 
The 
others were burned to death 


The horses lost in the Shohia accident 
were mainly the property of F. Gayland. 
Among those lost were Eole^ Eolist, 
Mineral, Blanks, 
Certainty, 
Paulin, 
Frank, Orphan Boy and a two-year-old 
filly. 


Scandmavian, owned by Mat Storm, 
of California, was killed, and two of Mrs. 
Langtry's black tandem horses. 
The 
only one saved was St. Savior and a two- 
year-old filly. 


About a dozen of the worst injured 
were brought to Point Jervis at noon to- 
day. 
Mat Storm, owner of Scandina- 
vian, who was in the oar with the 
horses, will probably die of his injuries. 


A DOUBLE FUHEFTAL. 


Mother and Child Will be Barled To- 
morrow from the Home of Mr. 
Samuel Dnkeman-A 
Sad Case. 


Death has entered the home of Mr. 
Samuel Dnkeman, the popular watch- 
man at Boot A Co.'s, twice within the 
last two days and laid its cruel hands 
upon the near and dear members of his 
family. 
Saturday morning 
occurred 
the death from oonsumption of his wife, 
Mrs. Frances Dukeman, and last even- 
ing his little daughter, Luella, aged 
three and one-half years, died of brain 
fever. 


The child was seriously ill at the time 
Mrs. Dukeman was lying at the point of 
death, and she requested that if its death 
occurred before her body was conveyed 
to the cemetery, that the funeral be de- 
layed and both be buried in the same 
casket. 


Her request was complied with and 
to-morrow afternoon a double funeral 
will take place from the home of the be- 
reaved ferher and husband, at No. 151 
East Jefferson street.

MR. BLAINE 1« THE 8ADDLE. 
Hon. James G. Blaine is at home and 
his presence overshadows everything: in 
the republican party, including their 
candidate for president. This is a slg- 
nifloant evidence that Mr. Blaine is at 
the head and front of the republioan 
party as much as he was when its can- 
didate in 1884. It is in line with the 
expressions of the party oratots at the 
Ohioago convention and very plainly in- 


dicates that General Harrison to bnt a 
pliant tool, through whom lb. Blaine 
would rale the nation, in the event of 
the sncoess of the party of numopolists 
and high tax barona. 


The nation to-day is less liable to in- 
dorse Mr. Blaine than it was fbvur years 
ago. The threats, the dire prophesies 
and jingo utterances of that memorable 
canvass have wasted into thin air under 
the wholesome, wise and honest admin 
istration of affairs by the democratio 
party. 


Mr. Blaine is np to his old tricks 
again and the tenor of his key*note 
speech seeks to frighten American work 
ingmen by depleting the condition of 
workingmen in free-trade England. 


As no one proposes free trade and the 
democratic party only seeks to rednoe 
the tariff tax from 47 to 40 per cent. 
Mr. Blaine's words wiUfaU to fire the 
American heart or create concern any< 
where. 


The conditions that pretail in Great 
Britain— and they are far better than in 
the iron districts of Pennsylvaniaf where 
Mr. Oameige reigns when not on a tonr 
of Scotland with Mr. Blaine—can never 
affect Americans because the United 
States have an area of 8,600,000 square 
miles of territory, while Great Britain 
has but 121,670; because the United 
States have a population of only four- 
teen to the square mile, while Great 
Britain has 289 people crowded upon 
the same space; because the United 
States contain over 4,000,000 farms that 
produced, in 1779, a value of over $2, 
213,000,000, while Great Britain is sub- 
ject to the course of entailed estates and 
vast and unproductive preserves; be- 
cause the United States have 150,000 
miles of railway, while Great Britain has 
but 19,000; because the United States 
are richer in mines, quarries, forests 
and other natural productions, and 
afford a greater diversity of climate, soil 
and employment to their inhabitants 
than any other country in the world. 


Foreign competition will not disturb 
the industrial situation, save to force 
monopolists into honest competion, be- 
cause three eminent statisdans in the 
government 
employ—Washington 0. 
Ford, chief of the bureau of statistics of 
the state department; £. B. Elliott, the 
government actuary, and Prof. Simon 
Newcomb, superintendent of the Nau- 
tical 
Almanao—have 
furnished official 
estimates of the number of persons in 
the United States engaged in gainful oc 
cupations who are subject to foreign 
competition. 
The per ceni given by 
them respectively was 4.7, 4.75 and 5.09. 
In round numbers the "protected" 
workers number 900,000; the non-pro- 
tected, 16.500.000. So that if trade 
were absolutely free," said Professor 
Newcomb, "the fraction of our present 
industrial population injuriously subject 
to foreign competition would not ex- 
ceed seven in 100."

"The era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the New 
York 
and THE 
CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period.

Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather alt the 
news he could and print it 
Intelligence was 


transmitted slowly; many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality; ocean mails were long in transit,and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event.
